Cnrlnff of 8e«i Leaf Tobecco. 

Tlio conflicting opinions tlmt oxist on 
the subject of raring tobacco aiuony f;irin- 
era, Bays the MiamisburK IWillctin, in evi- 
dence that the proper metbo<l of curin): 
seed leaf tobacco and the current ino(U^s 
of manHjiinn phetis in reRRrd to ventilation 
while tobacco is heinj? cured, are not gen- 
erally known. It is not usual to find to- 
bacco growers of wide ('Xjiericnce who 
virtually disagree with regard to the man- 
ner in which a tobaccd barn should be 

! ventilated during the progreiw ol curing 

1 tobacco. 

It is known, however, that in a frreat 

measure the (piality of the cured leaf de- 
pends ufion tlte luanner in which it is 
cared^ hence the subject is an important 
one and deserves the closest attention 
from our tol>acco growers. 

It is the general belief that rapid drying 
tends to produce liLdit colors, and the re- 
verse dark colors ; but it is difhcult to 80 
govern tbe process that the curing shall be 
slow and gradtial and yet escape the 
dreadeil " pole sweat." This fact may be 
found to be usually the case l)y han;,Mii^,' a 
plant of tobacco in a damp cellar and one 
of a corresponding size and age in a dry 
loft, wliere the one will cure very slowly 
and the other very rapidly. 

When the plants have been cured, the 
leaves ni)on examination, wjJl show a 
marked difl'erence. caused oy Fne time re- 
qnired in the coring. Our experiments of 
tins kind have resulted in favor of slow 
curing, as in such cases the leaf has been

Undoubtedly the ( baracter of weather, 
while tybacco is ^rowin^r and curinjr, has 
much TO clo With Its quality when cured. 
V.\ perienced tobacco growers have in iniud 
certain seasons when the entire crop df 
tol)acco grown in certain localities fured 
of l)ad quality, and they have also known 
the reverse to be the case. In other sea- 
sons there liaH been a general complaint 
of damage to crops from " pole sweatj" 
caused by a term of weather favorable In 
producing the difficulty. 

As it is pretty certain that tbe weather 
has very much to do with the quality of 
curinsr, nrtifu ial means might be invented 
to regulate tbe atmosphere so as to avoid 
the undesirable result now so common. 
For instance if it could be found (as it un- 
doubteiJly could) that, at a certain staije of 
the thermometer and barometer, " pole 
sweat" in tobacco begins, tli« ditficulty 
might he easily avoided by providing arti- 
fiijial ventilation tlirongb tbe ciirin;; barn. 
Or, if it could be ascertaineil tiiat, at a cer- 
tain tempcratnre and stage of the barome- 
ter, bad «'olors of loaf were l)eiinr prodm-ed 
perhaps hv too rapid drying, a means 
could ne a()opted to confine the sir in the 
cnriuir barn, and so regulate it that the 
difticultv wouM cease. These are but 
theories", it i.s true, but we truly believe 
that the biiibest skill in this department 
of tlie tobacco business has not as yet been 
reached. Our growers should aim to im- 
prove their crops, not only by careful cul- 
tivation, but also by ]iropercare in cnrinsr. 
A little inventive genius applied to ibis 
Dry Goods, Groceries, Boots, Shoes, part of the work might reveal valuable 
^ Uo*« Pane and P.lnthinn ' truths and promote the welfare of grow- 
ers in gen eral.

First Use of Anthracite toal. 

Anthracite coal was di.s<'overed in I'enn- 
sylvania, soon after the stjlilement of the 
Wyoming Valley, but its urt ctical u.se wtis 
by'Obe<iiah Grose, in his olacksniith shop 
in the year 17(;s. In 17'.)1 Philip Ginter 
discovered antliracite coal on the I^eliigh. 
In 1802 Robert Morris, of Philadelphiii, 
forme(l a conip;iny and purch.i.-'t'.j Ci.Ooi 
acres oi tiie property on whicli tiintei di.s- 
covered* the coal. Tlie coal com nany was 
cdleil the l.ehiili coal mine. This c<)in- 
))any (ipened the mine and found the vein 
to be ■")() feet thick and of the very best 
(luality of coal. Tho c niipany made 
every i'H'ort to secuiv a <leniand f< n the cial, 
but without success, and hav iiiL,' hecaine 
thoroughlv dl.sirusted with their specula- 
tion lease<i the <), OIK) acres of this main mo h 
coal to Messrs. Wliiti^ it lla/.ard, (d' IMiila- 
delphia, for twenty years, at an annual 
rental of one year of corn. 

Messrs. While it llaz ir.l ti i<'d (o n-:e tho 
coal in the blast furnace in ISl'I), Ii<<t 
failed; the furnace chilled. In 1H;!2 Neil- 
son conceiveil the idea of the hot blast for 
saving fuel, and in 1H;J;> havid Tliomas 
adopted the idea of the hot blasts and 
Kiithracife. White and Ila/.ird had, pre- 
vious to thU formed a company and 
bought the property. In 18.']0, Thomas 
made the use of anthracite for making pig 
metal, by which the twenty ears of corn 
were transferred into $20,t)0<),0()0. And 
this is the early history of the great Lehigh 
coal mines of the present dav. t remem- 
ber well the banquet given by Burd Pat- 
terson and Nicholas Biddle, at Mount Car- 
bon, in 1840, at which time they paid Wm. 
layman, proprietor of the Pioneer Furnace 
$5,000, the premium they had offered for 
the first succesafnl use of anthracite ooal 
as fuel in the blast furnaee. But David 
TUowas was the Uoo of Uie dajr.
